“The diversion of industrial al- 
cohol presents at present the hard- 
eat task of enforcement. Yet there 
is no excuse for the abuses that 
have developed, and there is no 
reason why the government can- 
not, with reasonable diligence, con- 
trol the situation.”

the use of narcotic drugs, declared 


dent of the International Narcotic 
Education Association, in an ad-

pealed for nation-wide co-opera- 
tion to stamp out the evilL 

“I don't know of any field which 
has been so consistently neglected 
by the scientific world as has the 
menace of habit-forming drugs,” 
the ‘speaker said, and quoted 
scientists as having said that the 
reason for its neglect is that there 
are no financial rewards to 
gained through the long study 
necessary to combat its dangers. 

Official records contain knowledge 
of but 6 per cent of the existing 
drug supply in this country, de- 
clared Capt. Hobson, as he pointed 
out that the exploiters of the pub- 
lle are at present beyond the law, 
with sources of supply entirely 
unknown to the authorities. He 
painted a graphic picture of the 
ruinous effect of opium, gathered 
from exhaustive research. 

The essence of his appeal was 
for general education as the one 
means of protection, and he called 
for the help of every reputable 
social agency.

of Municipal Bodies 


Declaring that the status of the new municipal courts should be 
expediently settled in the interest of speedy justice and the prevention 
of a further congestion of the courts, the State Supreme Court, sitting 
here en banc yesterday, ordered that briefs be submitted within forty 
days by attorneps for both sides which instituted seven friendly suits 
to get a ruling on the validity of the tribunals created by the last Legis- 


lature’s enabling act. i 

The courtroom was packed with 
attorneys representing the mu- 
nicipal court judges and county 
officials, who began the suite and 
by officials from cities all over the 
State which will be affected by the 
court's ruling. Many judges seated 
on the municipal benches under 


the enabling act and directly af- 
fected by the proceedings, were 


resent. 
In ‘addition to K. the 
legality of the courts themselves, 
qualifications of judges and the 
Governor's authority to fill vacan- 
cles by appointment, the court's 
ruling will decide the, validity of
